SCENE ON FATED SHIP AWFUL 



Fir* Started In Fore End of Craft and

LiTerpool, Oct 13. — The steamship 

New York. Oct 13.— At least 146 
persons lost their lives on the burned 
liner Voltumo, according to a wire- 
less dispatch recelTed by the Cunard 
line from Capt Barr, of liner Car^ 
mania. He reported that 611 had been 
saved by the ten rescue ships and that 
tbere had been on the lost vessel 657 
persona, as f^^ws: Cabin passen- 
tem, 24; steerage passengCTs, 64&; 
mw, 93. . 

Echo of Titanic Disaster. 

The Voltumo disaster was an echo 
of the Titanic tragedy. Radiograms 
trom the rescue fleet said that the 
anmber of lifeboats on the Voltamo 
was insufficient to accommodate the 
passengers and crew. 

The disaster occurred in latitude 
48.16 north, longitude 84.83 west, or 
In the middle of the North AUantic. 
The scene of the tragedy was about 
1«800 miles from Halifax. 

The following wireless message 
from the Carmania gave the first no- 
tice of the disaster: 

"Steamer Volturo, bound from Rot- 
terday for Halifax and New York with 
600 immigrants on board, afire and 
abandoned Friday night in latitude 
48.26 north longitude 84.38 west. Two 
hundred and thirtyrsix passengers 
missing.

Wireless reports from the ten ships 
gave the following number of rescued: 
Carmania, 11; La Tooraine; 40; Min- 
neapolis, 30; Rappahannock. 19; Czar, 
102; Narragansett, 29; Devonian, 59; 
Kroonland, 90; Grosser Kurfurst, 105, 
and the Seydlits. 36. making a total 
e#SSl. 

236 Reported Dead. 

The porsner of the Voltamo. who 
was taken on board the Kroonland, 
reported that the number of passen 
gers on the Voltnrao was 660 and 
that she carried a crew of 98, making 
663 in aU on board. According to the 
parser's estimate the death list reach- 
ed billy 182. The original Hgores of 
the Carmania. that 236 were dead, was 
accepted, however, by Lloyds and oth- 
er marine agencies here. 

The meagerly worded wireless dis- 
patches from Captain Barr of the Car- 
mania- told a dramatic story. The dead 
on the Voltumo were burned, crushed 
and drowned. Four of the six life 
boats carried by the HkBated ehip had 
been smashed in the storm, by b^ng 
WMdied against the side of the hom- 
ing ship, and aJI the oooapanta were 
drowned.

Itrst Officer Gardner of the Carmar 
nia was in eommand of a fleet of 
small boats which tried for two hours 
to reach the side of the burning ship. 
The huge rollers swamped the boats 
and smashed the oars. 

In spite of danger Captain Barr then 
moved the Carmania to a position only 
100 feet trom the VcHitomo. Attempt 



after attempt was made to throw life 
lines from the Cunarder to the doomed 
vessel, but the wind prevented. 
Scene on Doomed Ship Horrible. 
The scene on the stricken vessel 
was heartrending. The fire had start- 
ed in the fOre md of the ship and ate 
its way toward the stem. Before the 
onrush of the flames the immigrants 
and sailors were crowded to the after 
end. Their cries and ehouts for help 
came to the ears of the officers and 
passengers on the Cazmanta, who had 
to stand by helpless and watch the 
victims perish t>efore their eyes. 

The rollers whlCh crashed against 
the reacoe ships were crested with 
bodiee of men, women and children 
and charrp'l wreckage. Billowing 
clouds of smoke were home upward 
by the gale, adding its pall to the 
gloomy storm skies. 

The glare of the flames in the dark- 
ness lighted np the sorroanding seas. 

Flames Cause Boilers, to Explode. 
The flames soon reached the «igine 
room of the stricken ship and the boil- 
ers explode^ ...jpniirn found the black- 
ened^hulk sOl smoking and it was not 
until daybreak thia mining that the 
officers of the rescue fleet were able 
to secure any definite information as 
to the number saved and missing. 

In reporting to his company Captain 
Barr said: 

"A storm prevented our progress 
toward the scene tA the disaster and 
also prevented the other ships from 
getting on the scene as rapidly as 
otherwise would have been possible. 
The Voltamo was afire and helpless 
when we reached her. We immediate- 
ly sent out the intematlonal call for 
help and responses came from nine 
other liners." 

Captain of Voltumo Not Dead. 

A message to Lloyds stated that the 
captain of the Voltumo had not died 
on his shii), but had been taken on 
board the Kroonland with the aecond, 
third and fifth officers. 

The Voltamo was bnilt fbr the Ca- 
nadian Northern Steamship company, 
but is chartered by the Uranium line. 
She was a twln-acrAw veasd of 8,602 
tons. She had two decks and a shelter 
deck. She was constmcted in Glasgow 
seven years ago. 

The Voltumo sailed from Rotterdam 
on October 2 and did not call at any 
English ports. 

The flames in the hull of the Vol- 
tamo had eridently been homing tor 
some time before discovered. They 
got beyond control of the sailors 
Thorsday night and raged fmr twenty^ 
four hours before the destroetlon was 
complete. 



Mexico City, Max., Oct IS. — Presi- 
dent Huerta had 110 members of the 
chamber of deputies arrested on Frl- 
iay and locked in the penitentiary lot 
signing resolutions of waming to him 
as the result of the disappearanee on 
Thursday nighft of Dr. Belisaro Do- 
minguez, senator for Chiapas. 

Fivtf other deputies who signed the 
resolotion were absent n^en a cordon 
of troops was thrown about the legis- 
lative building and several hundred 
soldiers invaded the chamber. 

In anticipation of trouble heavy pa- 
trols of troops are on the streets. 

The rapid fire guns which were 
posted In the interior courts of the 
palace in February are again in place 
and quantities of ammonitlon are at 
hand. 

The arrests .followed a demand by 
President Hoerta that the chamber 

withdraw the resolution, which car- 
ried a threat that the deputies would 
aband<m the capitol owing to aa al- 
leged laek of goaraateea for their 
personal safety. 

Senator Domingiiez made a speech 
In the senate early In the month vio- 
lently attacking Huerta, saying that 
not only had nothing been done, dur- 
ing Huerta's regime toward pacifica- 
tion of the country, but that the pres- 
ent situation in the republic was in- 
finitely worse than before. He said 
the currency of Mexico had depre- 
ciated, fields had been neglected, 
towns razed, and that famine threat- 
ened. He added that the situation 
was proof that the Mexican people 
could not resign themselves to be gov- 
emed by Hoerta. 

The senator who thus attacked 
Huerta disappeared mysterioosly at 
night. 

Before the hour for the regular open- 
ing of the session of the chamber at 
foor o'clock in the afteraoonfthe base- 
ment and roof ot the building had 
been packed with troops. Scores of 
police were scattered throoi^ the gal- 
ery. 

When the deputies were in their 
places the minister of the interior, 
Manuel Garsa Aldape, entered the 
chamber. Simultaneously several hun- 
dred federal troops lined mp in front 
of the building. 

Senor Aldape ascended the platform 
and read the reply of President Huer* 
ta to the resolution 'Waming him of 
the deputies' intention to dissolve par- 
liament and hold their sessions else- 
where and demanding an investlga' 
tion of the disap pe a rane e of Senator 
Dominguez. 

The reply said that President Huer- 
ta coold do no less than consider the 
resolution an act of unjustilfed ag- 
gression and transgression of the 
rights of the two other powers — the 
executive and the courts. 

When the arrests were made a few 
of the leaders "were placed in automo- 
biles while the other deputies were 
taken to the penitentiary in street 
cars. 

Meanwhile similar demands to re- 
cant had been made on members of 

the senate who had ccmcorred in the 
chamber's resolution. 

A committee of senators called on 
President Huerta and signified their 
willingness to comply with his de- 
mands. Later the senatora formally 
withdrew this action.

— New feelings 
of confidence in the currency reform 
bill were felt on Thurjsday following a 
concerted defense of the measure by 
Democratic senators who denounced 
the criticisms of the bUl made by bank- 
era at the Boston convention of the 
American Bankers' aseociation and 
against what was alleged to be an or- 
ganised effort to hinder its considerar 
tion and passage. 

A senate debate in which the hank- 
enC critleisma eame in for sharp an- 
swer from friends cf the bill on the 
senate floor found its echo later in the 
day when Preeident Wilson made 
plain to callers his own view of the 
recent developments surrounding the 
bUl. 

The president let It be known that 
ha did not think the views of the Bos- 
ton bankers' convention, as they bore 
on the currency bill now before the 
eenate, represented the general public 
sentiment of the country. In the 
president's view the attacks made on 
the bill by the Boston conference rep- 
resented the activities of men whom 
he believed to be acting with sincerity, 
hot who as Individuals refosed to 
yield their position of control of the 
coontry's financial system. 

The expressions tn the senate were 
more emphatic. 

"I think this Boston meeting's obvi- 
ous purpose was to work up opposl- 
titm to this bill," said Senator Owen, 
•^nd either to force the bankers' view 
or to delay or defeat this bill" 

Senator Thomas talked of an "or* 
ganized conspiracy" to misrepresent 
the president and Impede legislation; 
Senator Overman declared the Boston 
conference did not reflect the views 6f 
the general public ; and Senator Owen, 
answering a question by his 'Demo- 
cratic coUeagoea. said he believed 
there was an organized propaganda 
against the bill that found its reflec- 
tion in the Boston conference and In 
the various state bankers' conven- 
tions which have adopted resolutions 
criticising the currency measore. 

No effort will be made to make the 
currency bill a party measure in the 
senate unless it becomes Impossible 
to get it through in any other way. 

Hie president believes early action 
on the bill is eseentlal.

Two hats, each in tiie moderate 
size which this season demands of 
stylish millinery, are contrasted here.

SILK DRESS FOR 
TEN DOLLARS \S 
EASILY POSSIBLE 

TO make a dress as good looking as 
that pictured in the illustration is an 
achievement to be proud of. It could 
not be accomplished except that so lit- 
tle silk is required for the, present 
fashions in skirts. It cannot be done 
if one must pay for the sewing. 

But things were never easier for the 
home dressmaker than at present. If 
she can sew well and has good ideas 
of correct and graceful lines, she can 
buy a pattern and undertake her own 
dressmaking with every assurance of 
success. 

This does not apply to tailored 
go^B, requiring expert and what may 
be called professional sewing. But 
for gowns to be worn at home and for 
fancy, Ylslting and party gowns, there 
is no good reason why the home dress- 
maker should not be able to copy a 
good model in gowns of this charac- 
ter. Clothes do not fit the figure in 
the present modes. They are draped 
upon it. These free, graceful lines, 
more than anything else, must be de- 
pended upon, with proper use of fab- 
rics and color, to make the remark- 
ably beautiful costumes which have 
been designed for the coming sea- 
son. 

In fabrics a yard wide, twice the 
length of the figure will make the 
dress pictured here. In narrower goods 
one must allow from three to five 
times the length cf the figure. 

Thin and aupple fabrics must be 
chosen, and one may find satin, mes- 
saline, poplins, and other weaves sell- 
ing at a dollar or a dollar and a quar- 
ter the yard. The width of the skirt 
In the model shown is less than two 
yards, therefore, twice the length of 
the skirt, with an allowance for the 
hem, and draping at the knee, is the 
requirement of this skirt. ' As the 
skirt is narrow, it is split at the left 
side. A plaiting of silk, in a contrast- 
ing color, is let in at the split, and re- 
quires a half yard of soft satin. This 
plaiting is to be omitted if the dress 
Is worn over a silk petticoat. 

The skirt is plain and smooth fit- 
ting, except for thr^e plaits laid in 
the front breadth at the left side seam. 

It is sewed to a low-necked muslin 
waist. A plain, tliin. corset cover will 
make a suitable waist to which to at- 
tach it. 

The waist Is made separately, and 
put on with an attached sash of the 

silk, which is wrapped about the body 
and brought up to the left side of the 
bust. Here It is fastened in a knot, 
with a hanging end finished wlih a 
little silk pendant . 

The waist consists of a plain net 
or lace blouse. Across the front of 
this a half yard of satin ribbon six 
inches w ide is sewed under the bust 
This ribbon is covered with a gal- 
loon of lace extending around the fig- 
ure just over the bust. 

Finally a lace veil is divided in half 



and the two lengths draped over the 
blouse, fastened in at the front and 
with the cornera hanging loose at 

the back. The.se corners are finished 
with small pendants like that on the 
end of the sash at the front. 

The sash is made from silk, which 
is left when the skirt is cut. In shap- 
ing it to fit the hips, suflScient silk, is 
cut away from the width of the goods 
to make It. 

Black silk, made up with emerald 
green, or cerise or coral or white or 
tn combination with some of the odd 
new metallic colors, makes the most 
satisfactory development of this mod- 
eL After the blouse has been draped, 
thp sash is attached to it 

Allowing five dollara to cover the 
cost of the silk, which does not need 
to be of a heavy quality, and two dol- 
lars for the net or lace for tho blouse.

QETTINQ A DRINK IN KANSAS. 

A newspaper man who would not 
believe that it was so very difflenlt to 

get a drink In Kansas determined to 
investigate for himself. He took with 
him a friend who, it is stated, "could 
find liquor In back alleys, hay mows, 
and under kitchen doors." He re- 
lates their experiences in humorous 
detail in the Kansas City Star; tells 
how, after following the trail for ten 
hours and forty minutes In the dty 
of Topeka they finally ran down an 
alley cocktail, and sums up the situa- 
tion thus: 

"Then it Is possible to buy liquor 
In Topeka? Tes, and It is also pos- 
sible to rob a bank there. It Is a 
crime to sell liquor and it is also a 
crime to steal, and both crimes are 
committed In Topeka and probably 
will continue to be. But neither is 
committed easily or with impunity 
and neither Is respectable. As to the 
degree of ease, I should say that rob- 
bing a bank would be a much simpler 
matter than buying an alley cocktail, 
and would involve less risk. A bank 
robber can get Into Topeka without 
having to register his name and 
cupatlon with the authorities. Whisky 
can't. Under the Mahin law the rail- 
roads are required to certify to the 
county attorney every shipment of 
liquor laid down In Topeka, the name 
of the consignee and his address. It 
makes a trail a blind man could fol- 
low, and the result Is there Is no 
liquor shipped into Topeka any more. 
What small quantity reaches there is 
carried in by its alley agents and hid- 
den in out-of-the-way places to reap- 
pear in the manner I have described 
In the shape of alley cocktails. 

"Which brings me to what I was 
going to say about that delectable 
drink. An alley cocktail is a half- 
pint of the cheapest whiskey obtain- 
able in the barrel houses of Kansas 
City diluted with Kaw river water 
and artificially colored with burnt 
sugar* It Is then burled under the 
chicken house and permitted to age 
ove^ night. When you meet a man 
on the train who boasts loudly that 
the lid is off In Kansas and that he 
can go to Topeka or Leavenworth or 
Wichita and buy a drink. It means 
he has had an alley cocktail. When 
he has had two he win boast that he 
beats his mother."

WASHINGTON, D. C., GOING DRY. 
The new excise law of the District 

of Columbia, which went Into effect 
July 1, will in 16 months from that 
time have abolished one-half of the 
drinking places of the capital city. 
Among its provisions are: A dry sone 
of 400 feet around every public school, 
college and university, and round 
every cliurqh; a dry zone of 1,000 feet 
round the marine barracks; navy yard, 
war college, and engineer barracks: 
absolutely dry Sundays; not more 
than three saloons, other than hotels 
or clubs, on one side of a block, nor 
more than four on both sides; liquor 
In residence districts sold only in 
sealed packages; all saloons closed <» 
inauguration day. The total number 
of saloons, including bars In hotels 
and clubs, must be reduced to 300 by 
November 1, 1914.

Frankfort. — ^No progress was made 
in thd negotiations between the rail- 
roads and state officials, looking to a 
compromise of the suits In federal 
court to enjoin the state from collect- 
ing tax on the amount of the increases 
made in their franchise assessments 
for 1912; and attorneys for the Cincin- 
nati, New Orleans & Texas Pacific and 
the Chesapeake A Ohio, after leaving 
the office of Gov. McCreary, where the 
conference was held, declared that 
they had offered all they intended to. 
The board of valuation and assess- 
ment will meet October 20 to hear the 
railroads iM^tore making the assess- 
ments for 1913, when it is possible ne- 
gotiations may be resumed. 

Unless somethliig results from that 
meeting, it is expected that negotlar 
tlons will be dropped. Judge Cochran 
will fix the amount of assessments on 
which he thinks the roads should pay 
and will grant them a temporary in- 
junction, restraining the collection of 
taxes on the balance of the assess- 
ments. Wliether the board will then 
prosecute the case to a final Searing 
and appeal it. Judge Cochran already 
having declared the 1912 assessments 
void, or will allow the final order to 
be entered an the judgment stand, 
and proceed to re-assess the roads, is 
to be determined. 

Attorneys for the Chesapeake & 
Ohio came to Frankfort to meet with 
the state officials, but did not go into 
conference .with them. At a previous 
conference the road had offered to 
compromise on the basis of an assess- 
ment of 116,000,000. while the mem- 
bers of the state board, it is said, de- 
manded 118,000,000. The road was 
assessed $25,000,000. Attorneys for 
the Illinois Central have arranged for 
a meeting here October 16 with the 
state officials. The road was assessed 
$14,000,100 on its franchise, but in its 
suit alleges that the total value of its 
lines in Kentucky is represented by 
the assessment of its tangible property 
and It owes no franchise tax. • 



Judge Explains "Modus Operandi." 

Chief Justice Hobson, of th« 
Court of Appeals, in overruling 
a motion for a rehearing of the 
case of J. C. Meyrick against J. J. 
Dickey, from Perry county, the opinion 
in which had been written by Commis- 
sioner William Rogers Clay, took ad- 
vantage of the oppoAunity to disabuse 
the minds of members of the bar of 
the state of a misapprehension in re- 
gard to the moiw ^randi of the 
Appellate Court, observing from simi- 
lar motions that many lawyers thought 
the Judge who wrote the opinion had 
decided the case, whereas. Judge Hob- 
s^^i explains, the whole court decides 
the case, one Judge being assigned to 
write the opinion embodying the Tiews 
of the court as a whole. 

Overruling the motion. Judge Hob- 
son said in part: 

"In all cases where the commis- 
sioner writes the opinion, and a peti- 
tion for rehearing is filed, the petition 
for rehearing goes to the Chief Jus- 
tice, and when it has been examined 
by him it is brought before the court 
and passed on by it. If complaint is 
made in the petition that the facts are 
not correctly stated in the opinion the 
Chief Justice examines the record, 
and, after examining it, brings the 
matter before the court, stating the 
complaint and the facta shown in the 
record in regard to it 

*^here seems to be a misunder- 
standing on the part of the bar as to 
how cases are disposed of in this 
court; the <9inion is often regarded as 
the opinion of the Judge writing it, or 
that judge at least Is regarded as alone 
respniiilble for it' In view of the fre- 
quency with which this aptfears in pe- 
titions for rehearing we have deemed 
it proper to state tho facts. 

"No opinion is prepared until the 
case is stated to the court, has been 
decided by the court, and the grounds 
of the opinion have been outlined. 
One of the Judges is then designated 
to write the opinion. It not infre 
quently happens that an apinion con- 
tains much that the writer of the 
opinion would not put in it if he were 
writing his own opinion. He writes 
the opinion of the court, 'for the court, 
by the direction of the court. The 
court is responsible for the opinion, 
not the writer of it

Lexington, Ky.— Slight improve- 
ment in agricultural conditions in 
Kentucky is noted in the October re- 
port of Commissioher of Agriculture 
J. W. Newman, tut he reports condi- 
tions still far below the average, fall 
pasture short and the drought cutting 
down the acreage of wheat planted. 

He admonishes farmers to take a 
lesson from the season, build silos and 
plant winter cover crops. 
The report in part fdllows: 
"The condition of crops as of Octo- 
ber 1 has improved somewhat during 
the month. "The condition of com is 
given as 70.7 per cent. Much of this 
corn is now going into shock, and the 
report of November 1 will show a 
final estimate of the crop. 

"Since so much of the tobacco has 
been housed, the efforts this month 
were to find out the condition of the 
crop as far as housing was concerned. 
Seventy-one per cent of the dark to- 
bacco is already in the house and is 
curing fairly well as indicated by a 
condition of 83 per cent. Seventy-two 
per cent of the burley tobacco is in 
warehouse and the condition is Indi 
cated as 82 per cent. The general im- 
pression gathered from crop corre- 
spondents is that the crop of tobacco 
will not be either a large one — 65 per 
cent of a crop — nor will it be one of 
extra quality. The crop of wheat 
has not been put in the ground as 
early as usual, only 53 per cent hav- 
ing been sown October 1. Indications 
are not for a large acreage of wheat 
for next year. Dry weather has in- 
terfered very materially with the sow- 
ing. T^e greater per cent of the rye 
crop has been' sown, as is to be ex- 
pected, but most of this will be plow- 
ed under in the spring after havii\g 
been used for a cover crop. The con- 
dition of the garden is still poor, and 
no imj^roved conditions can be ex- 
pected this year over the condition as 
shown, which is 48 per cent

County; thousands of specimens have been 
I examined, and as high as 90 per cent of 
these have been found to be infected. Dr. 
Bolus who is in charge is working jointly 
under the auspices of the Rockefeller Com- 
mission and the State Board of Health " 
Now and then some wag offers iitty cents 
a gallon lor ffies killed with his regulation 
fly killer, and everybody smiles. The Hook 
worm bulletin is taken seriously; the fly 
killer bulletin is not. But of the two evils 
which is the greater? We know that tfie 
Hook worm has never killed anyone, and 
never will. We know for a certainty that 
every houie fly in a helpless community . 
meani another chance for typhoid fever, 
dysentery, tuberculosis, and many other 
diseases that have been spread by this 
greatest of all pests. None question his right 
to live, and no commission has yet been 
established to make war upon him. We 
admit him to our parlors, our bedroom and 
our sitting room. He is our unbidden guest 
! at lunch. He maintains an absolute right 
of way to walk over and spend as much 
time as he wishes on our f<iod before we 
ever see it. Our cake invites him : he is 
fond of our salad; he begins to inspect our 
beefeteak before it leaves the slaughter 
house. He comes in upon us in the early 
spring, does a thriving business in the 
long day^of summer ^d departs only with 
the cold, ehUling winds of November. He 
is almost omnipresent, he is always ready 
to do deadly execution, to make of himself 
the greatest nuisance and pest Asa rough 
estimatel ^ould say that obe fourth diour 
houses are screened; our stores swarm with 
flies. Where sanitary measures should pre- 
vail as in butcher shc^ and groceries^there 
the flies seem to be the most numerous. 
Why such a condition should be allowed 
can be accouirted for only because of our 
satisfaction with ourselves; iuid as long as 
we are thus satisfied we deserve no better 
protection than we are getting. I have 
sem sick children in some' homes in this 
community covered with flies; while par- 
ents and guardians wonder why the cliild 
is ^ick, and why recovery is so slow. If 
there were better ventilaUon in such 
homes the flies might escape, but the doors 
are tighUy closed, and the life-giving air 
Is exdlided. Filth is ^ut in; sunlight and 
air, breeders of health, are shut out 

Our streets are often made the repos- 
itory of divers kinds of decaying refuse; 
our alleys and bade premises are shoddng- 
ly. dirty. Hogs are fattened within four 
squares of the Court House. We actually 
permit unsanitary conditk>ns to prevail 
here which would hardly be tolerated in 
the smallest and most obscure hamlet In 
the country. Our Jail, as is %v«U known, is 
tbo filthy for human habitaUon, ^ times. 
Our Schools are crowded, and the ventllft-

They can, however, be given 
the Serum-alone Method with safety. 
Pregnant sows should never be 
thrown when being treated, but they 
should he held by a rope inserted in 
the mouth, and they should be ffc- 
cinated in the neck. 

The Combination Method consists in 
giving serum only, and in ten or 
twelve days revaccinating the herd 
with the ferum-simultaneous Method. 
This treatment is used by breeders of 
pure-bred herds, and it diidinishes the 
small loss incident to the Serum-sim- 
ultaneous Method. 





SMALLPOX IS IN CAMP 



DISEASE AMONG TH^ REFUQEES 
CAUSE ORDER FOR AID. 



Federals Assert No More Rebel Pris- 
oners Will Be Taken If 
Slaughter Is True. 



Washington, Oct. 11. — Smallpox has 
added to the panic and destruction of 
10,000 Mexican refugees on the Ameri- 
can side ot the border at Eagle Pass. 
Tex., according to reports to immi- 
gration headquarters Tlxursday. > 

The department of labor issued in- 
structions that additional immig^'ation 
inspector^ be rushed to Eagle Pass. 
Surgeon (General Blue 'of the depart- 
ment of public health also directed 
department doctors and nurses to hur- 
ry to the scene. 

Eagle Pass, Tex., Oct. W. — Plague 
has broken out among the 10,000 Mex- 
ican refugees here. They hare been 
ordered segregated and doctors and 
nurses are being rushed to their re- 
lief by the immigration authorities. 

Monterey. Mexico. Oct. 11. — rebel 
army of 15,000 men is reported march- 
ing on this city and the residents are 
terror-stricken. According to informsp 
tlon received here General Alvares 
and many of his officers were aasas- 
sinated by their own soldiers, who 
revolted when Torreon was captured 
by the rebels, and joined the oonsti- 
tutionalists. 

Mexico City, Oct, 11.— No prisoners 
will be taken by federal troops In 
northern Mexico if reports that Gen- 
eral Alvarez and 126 of his men were 
massacred by constitutionalists at 
Torreon are confirmed by the war de- 
partment. War Minister Blanquet 
may be ordered by President Uuerta 
to take the field in person, it waa 
learned.

Mwthod of vaccinating ahoat and Indi- 
cates points of inoculation. 

After hogs have been vaccinated, 
they should be given dry, dean quar- 
ters in which to sleep. They should 
be fed a moderate amount of mill feed 
given in a slop, for a periqd of eight 
or ten days. Hogs should never be 
rung or castrated for at least 16 days 
after being inoculated.

From the above schedule of dosages, 
the cost of vaccinating any herd, as 
far as the serum and virus necessary 
for the inoculation It, concerned, can 
be readily calculated.. If a veterina- 
rian is emp.'.oyed to do the work, his 
fee, of course, will have tp be consid- 
ered in addition to the bost of the 
serum and rirus. 

The serum tre.itment is the best 
method of combating hog cholera, 
but, along with this, thorough disinfec- 
tion and cleanliness of the premises 
is essential. No matter lu>w much 



Practical method of destroying a 
carcass. 

"1. That in all cases where any pig, 
shoat or hog shall die of the disease 
commonly called 'hog cholera,' or an; 
other diseMe» it shall be the duty ol 
the owner or owners of such pig, slioat 
or hog, or the person or persons hav- 
ing the care or custody of the same 
having knowledge of the fact or upon 
receiving notice thereof, to cause the 
carcass of same to be burned within 
twelve hours or securely buried twc 
and one-half feet deep. 

"2. Any person or persons falling 
and refusing to comply with the above 
provisions shall be deemed guilty of s 
misdemeanor and upon the convictioi 
thereof shall be fined in a sum not lest 
than ten nor more than fifty dollars.

During the outbreak of cholera 
some farmers p^ little attention tc 
thit law. and as 'none of their neigh 
bors complain to the proper authori 
ties, ^le law is not enforced. Hogs 
whteh die froln cholera and are al 
lowed to remain on the ground, wil 
Infect a whole community. The above 
law should be complied with, In-ordei 
to protect the interests of others. 

Burning is the best method of de 
stroying cholera carcass. Twc 
trenches. 18 inches wide, should be 
i dug so that they intersect at right 
angles. Across the intersection, place 
iron bars to support the cuurcass. aai 
wood can be fired in t^e trench be 
neath the carcass. To facilitate the 
destruction of the carcass, coal oil car 
be poured into the abdominal cavities 
of the carc^asses. This method if 
much preferred to burying, for there 
is always danger that the carcass wiL 
be removed, and brought to the ground 
surface. When hogs that die from 
cholera are buried on a farm, there it 
constant^ danger of an outbreak of the 
disease for years after. The greal 
loss from hog cholera in this state will 
not be checked until theae precautioni 
are observed. 



Storm Sweeps Across Nebraska, Near 
Broken Bow, Wrecking Build- 
ings and killing Stock. 

Broken Bow, Neb.. Oct. 11. — An< Oc- 
tober tornado tore its way through 
Custer county on Thursday, striidng 
Broken Bow, the county seat, a glanc 
ing blow, and doing only minor dam- 
age here, but wrecking many buildings 
and injuring a numb«r of people tn the 
country districts. So far as reported, 
no one was killed. In the McCaslin 
home, eight miles north of BrokMi 
Bow, two members of the family were 
injured. Several men members of Ar- 
thur Bevington's family near the town 
of Sargent were hurt, how seriously 
is not known. 

Many horses, cattle and hog^ were 
Idiied by the storm, and the property 
loss is believed to be heavy. 

The town of Sargent Is reported to 
have been in the direct path of the 
storm and badly damaged, but nothing 
definite has come from there. Near 
Lodi many houses and bams were de- 
stroyed, hut it is believed there was 
no loss of life nor serious casualties.

The money invested in implementt 
and machinery on the average fam 
is a large item in the business. Imt it 
is astonishing how little attention ir 
paid to its care. Plows are often lef 
in the last furrow or beside it. binden 
and mowers are left under a tree foi 
months at a time anc the consequence 
is poor service, heavy draft and shor 
life of the machine. For example, w< 
would at least expect a binder to cu' 
1,000 acres of wheat without actuallj 
wearing out, if we had time to do 1' 
at one job. and yet the farmer who 
raises a 50 acre wheat crop rarelj 
uses a binder 20 years. Its life shoulc 
in reality be much greater. The same 
rule holds good for other implements 

The lesson to be learned is that ma 
chinery rusts out or becomes unsatis 
factory more from negle<;t than froa 
use. A good shed should be provided 
and all implements should be carefully 
cleaned, working parts greased ane 
the machine stored after each perioc 
of use. During the winter or othei 
convenient time all implements shoulc 
be gone over and put in perfect re- 
p'air to avoid vexation when they ar« 
to be used again. 

Proper attention to such matter* 
will stop a serious financial drain upos 
the farm and will preven* much worry,

Farmera Are Advised to Suppfement It 

With Thoroughly Good Permanent 
Pastures, Inaugurating 8y^ 

tern of Rotation. ' 



(By a. H. ALFORD.) 

I do not viah to be understood as 

advocating the diversification of crops 
to the extent of developing a scarcity 
of raw cotton to meet the demand Of 
the consuming world. Such a course 
would be fatal to our cotton-growing 
interesta in moro ways than one. I 
am anzioua to see a sufficiency of raw 
cotton prtMlueed each year to meet 
all demands of consumption at, say 12 
cents a pound. 

Cotum Is the g re at e s t cash crop 
grown. The demand for It is rapidly 
increasing. The demands of the con- 
suming world double every 22 years. 
If we estimate 13,000,000 bales as a 
minimum supply on the part of the 
"United States for the world's clothing 
at the present time, it will require 
26,000,000 bales in 1932 and 52,000,000 
bales in 1954 to meet the demand for 
commerce. I do not advise the farm- 
ers of the cotton belt to supplant cot- 
ton as the main cash crop, but urge 
all of them to supplement it with thor- 
oughly good permanent' imatnres, 
leguminous crope. grazing crops, for- 
age crops and good live stock. The 
sensible thing for each farmer to do 
is to largely reduce his acrage in 
cotton, practice a system of rotation, 
including leguminous crops, and raise 
mulea and horses, cattle, hogs, poul- 
try and other live stock. Plant fewer 
acres in cotton, plant prolific seed, 
fertilize and cultivate better and ob- 
tain an increasing yield of Unt cot- 
ton per acre. The acres which will 
not be needed for cotton under this 
modem system of farming can be 
thoroughly sodded in grasses and clo- 
vers and planted in leguminous crops, 
com. oats, rape, sorghum and cane. 
Under these advanced methods the 
soil will rapidly increase in fertility, 
the money obtained for cotton will be 
kept at home, the cotton crop will 
ceaaa to bear the entire burden of the 



every day In the year on farm prod- 
acts, makes it possible for him to uti- 
lise three times m much land as the 
average farmer In such a way that his 
productiveness rapidly increases In* 
stead of wearing out about 15 acres 
at the time and keeps the cotton money 
at home, but as James J. Hill says, our 
prime object in adopting a system ol 
farming, should be to increase the 
fertility or the soil. 

The wise farmer should always 
strive to grow that crop or crops 
which extended over a long period will 
possess the greatest money value. By 
this I do not mean that farmers should 
be so shortsighted as to sacrifice the 
fertility of ^eir lands and future 
wealth for linmedlate returns. 

Now, it has been found by actual 
tests on experimented Plata that on a 
definite area, say 20 acres, that It la 
possible to produce as much cotton in 
ten years I by practicing a three-year 
rotation of com and peaa, oats fol- 
lowed by peas and cotton, as It is 
possible to produce by planting the 
entire 20 aorea ia eotfcon every year.

total expenae of each farm, the in- 
iqaitOus credit system that haa for 40 
years dragged the growers bound and 
broken will no longer exist, and the 
growers will each year grow in 
strength and permanent prosperity. 

The first efforts at breaking away 
from cotton usually consist in going 
largely into another single crop sys- 
tem of farming rather than going into 
the production of a variety of .crops. 
The evils of the new system are much 
greater than theme of the all-cotton 
system. Many farmers rush into the 
truck business. Of course^ truck 
crops should be grown on every farm 
and, in some particular localities, they 
may constitute the main reliance for 
cash, but I assert positively that the 
tmck business is a gamble for the 
average cotton farmer and that be will 
win just enough to cause him to put 
up all he haa and lose. Trucking has 
lured many a termer to financial tulh. 

James J. Hill, one of the greatest 
thinkers of this age, says: "Give us a 
systmn of farming that will greatly 
Increase the fertility of the soil." He 
further states: "Fprty years ago a 
farmer had to provide tor but one 
other than himself. Xodaj every farm- 
er has to produce food for two besides 
himself." 

Hon. Henry Wallace recently said: 
"The nineteenth century farmer, 

speaking generally, was no farmer at 
all, but a miner of soil fertility, a soil 
robber." Mr. Hill, speaking along the 
same line, said: "The average Amw- 
ican farmer has no equal 1^ careless- 
ness and for adhering to discredited 
methods of farming; we will soon be 
unable to feed ourselves or to feed 
the boasted home markets for the oth- 
er industries tliat we are building on 
a constantly narrowing base." 

Of course, the farmers must drain 
the land.' thoroughly prepare the seed 
bed, plant prolific seed, practice fre- 
quent and shallow cultivation and 
make the most careful use of manures 
and fertilizers, but no problem is of 
such importance as the maintenance 
of the supply of plant food In the- soli. 
The first step to be taken in order to 
add to the supply of plant food, is to 
reduce washing to a minimum. Flow- 
ing water removes more plant * food 
in one year than is rem<fved in five by 
crops sold from the faim. The addi- 
tion of the vegetable matter, winter 
cover crops, deep plowing and proper- 
ly constmcted terraces will reduce/the 
washing of land to a minimum.

REPORT OF THE SPIEA. 



Carefully conducted tests have also 
proven the -maximum results. These 
tests show the absolute necessity for 
growing several crops and live stock. 

Before adopting a system of crop- 
ing and selecting crops to grow there- 
in, we must consider the local condi- 
tions, such as climate, labor supply, 
market demands and transportation 
facilities. We cannot grow perishable 
products unless we have quick trans- 
portation facilities. Even if a farm 
crop is not perishable and we have the 
quickest transportation facilities ^t 
our door, we must be careful and not 
glut the market. These observations 
being true, we find that we must de- 
vote our energies to staple farm crops 
such as grass, com, oats, peas, soy 
beans, dane. poultry and live atock and 
some cotton. 

Many agricultural writers and speak- 
ers are busy shaking the foundation 
of our present evil — ^the one-crop sys- 
tem. Their work Is to a large extent 
destructive, not constructive. They 
seldom suggest a practical method to 
take the place of our present badly 
balanced, lopsided farming that com- 
pela a farmer to wear out about 15 
acres at a time. It is not enough to 
expose the evils of the one-crop sys- 
tem. We must be able to show, on 
general lines, what system we intend 
to establish as a substitute, and on 
general lines how the average cotton 
farmer can do so. 

The system of farming that I shall 
BOW suggest, if adopted and carried 
out by our cotton farmers, will, in ten 
years, make our woUm ezceedtogly pro- 
ductive, our farmers rieh. imd the 
cotton belt the llnawdal oeoter ot the 
world. 

Cotton first year; com and peas, soy 
beans or velvet beans, second year; 
oats, followed Vy lespedesa, soy beans 
or cow peas, third year; or cotton and 
crinuon clover sowed at last working, 
first year; June com and volunteer 
crimson clover, second year; oats, fol- 
lowed by soy beans, lespadeza or cow 
peas, third year; or cotton and crim- 
son clover, first year; June com and 
volunteer crimson clover, second year; 
oatf^ followed by lespedesa. third year; 
lespedesa. fourth year. 

Of course, commercial fertilisers, 
thoroughly good permanent pastures 
and plenty of good live stock must 
be added to the above rotation -or sys- 
tem, of farming. 



SECURE BENEFIT OF MANURE 



Should Be Applied to Land Soon as 
Made and Before Plant Food Has 
Leaehed and Bumod Out> 

A little manure appUed often heara 

Just the same relation to the benefit 
of our land and crops as a moisture 
applied at intervals throughout the 
year. We should not want a deluge 
of water once a year and nothing be- 
tween times. And the point of this 
is that to use the manure in a way 
so as to get the most braeflt out of 
it we must spread it as fast as it is 
made practically, throughout the year 
to our growing crops, and hay land, 
says a writer in an exchange. There 
is always some part of our land tliat 
needs an ocioasional application of mar' 
nure. I 

I believe that every reader win sup- 
port me in this statement that ma- 
nure applied to the land as quickly 
as it is made la worth at least six 
times as much in increasing crops as 
that which has lain in the barnyard 
until all the plant food has leached 
and burned out of it, and yet it takes 
just as much time and labor to dis- 
tribute this almost worthless stuff aa 
it does to haul it at its best. 

Let's apply the manure just aa soon 
as It la made, if posaiUo. I^B our 
gain.

tlon of a whole train of unbelief, and 
truly they ehose deadi' rather thaa 
life. (Josh. 24.15.) 

I. The Spies, w. 1-3. Ood had com- 
manded Israel to posseoa the land, 
now as a precautionary measure th«f 
went about to "investigata." Thto 
act, which was not a part of Ood'a 
program, but by divine permlssioii, 
wsa a reflection upon Ck>d's word 
about the character of the land. (See 
V. 19.) The eternal questions of man 
are to know the why and the how. 
God told Moses to send these men 
as a concession to their lack of faith, 
but it cost Israel forty added years of 
exile. The inheritance prepared for 
the faithful are always conditioned 
upon obedience. (Heb. 11:8, etc^ 
This act, commanded by Gqd at the 
request of the people, was a meana, 
an opportunity, whfjreby they diacov> 
ered themselves. 

A Tmo Type. 

II. The Majority Report, w. 25-29. 
rhongh these spies spent forty' day* 
in conducting their investigation (a 
modem form of political graft), yet 
every step was a corroboration of 
God's word and the years of des<dap 
tlon which followed correspond to 
the number of days they were absent 
from the camp. The first or the af- 
firmative part of their report was 
fine, but the negative was so exaggei^ 
ated as to turn the twelve tribes to 
an act which amounted to a cat^i^ 
trophew This land and this report la 
such a true type of our Christian ex- 
perience. They brought back the evi- 
dence of the trath of God's deser|p> 
tlon of the land (Ex. 13:6 and Deut. 
8:7-10) which was to be for them a 
resting place after their wilderaesa 
Journey (Heb. 3:8-11. 14 and 4:8. S). 
But these spies had seen crther 
things, things to discourage, vie., men. 
strong men. entrenched men (v. 28). 
They saw those tribes God had said 
they would find (Ex. 13:5). They not 
only saw all of this but. like aU un* 
believers, they masgnlfled th^ en^' 
mles. Tcday we see evil entrenched 
behind special privilege, we see the 
forces of evil that appear to us aa 
giants and unbelief criea out. "Who la 
sufficient?" 

III. The Minority Report, w. 
Majc^tiea may rule but mtnorlUan 
are more frequently right, wlineaa 
history. A great cry of despair (Ch. 
14:1) greeted this report. CttUb 
stilled the people (v. SO) that tha|[ 
might get the other side of the storjv 
His report agreed with the majority 
as to the desirability of posseasfng 
the land; indeed, we surmise it waa 
Caleb and Joshua who brought thair 
evidence with them (v. 18). llielr 
report differed, however. In Its con- 
clusion. To the picture of the 
strength of those scattered through- 
out the land Caleb bluntly replied. 
''LM us go up at once and possess ft; 
for we are well able to overcome it." 
(Cf. Rom. 8:37; Phil. 4:19.) T&i men 
looked upon man. the two saw b» 
hind man, God, a God who waa able. 
The ten lost their lives even as thay 
feared, whereas Caleb and JtMrim 
lived to enjoy the frulta of their vl» 
ion of faith. (Ch. 14:6-9, Joeh. 15:14.) 
Unbelief cries, "We be not able." of 
eourse not, for "vain la the help ol 
man." but belief, aeeing God. in tte 
words of Caleb cries out for imma- 
diate action. "Unbelief shuU itaolt 
out of promised blessings (Heb. Ss 
19), it always has and is still so do> 
ing. Unbelief exaggerates and ooai 
tradiota. 

Must Consider Entire Story. 
IV. The Sequel, Ch. 14. No teacbe* 
can properly present this lesson with* 
out considering the entire story^ Tha 
amazed people (14:1-4); the sdema 
protest of Joshua and Caleb (w. g< 
11) was met with^ threatened deatt 
and God interviewed to protect Ui 
felthful ones (Ps. 34:7). The enkiiki 
died anger of Jehovah (v. 11, 12) la 
met by that magnificent revelation of 
the beau^ and . strength of the 
actor of Mosea (w. 18-19). Re 
his appeal upon the necessity of main* 
talning the honor of God's word 
pleads far mercy and 
Tills appeal was answered by a 
clous pardon for the people, but wttti 
it came a declaration that dlBi'lyllna 
was necessary. 

We must remember that theod 
IsraeHtes had the benefit of the fall 
revelation of the law, yet we see its 
insnfDcieney in producing a perfsel'- 
chamcter.

ha))en of rest; the growth of our people 
admirable and their decay very slow. Life 
In Richmond is so abundant that many of 
our citizens pass the ttuee score and ten . 
aUotment with dastic step, clear of eye, 
intellect unclouded, and some of them ciive 
promise of reaching the century mark. We 
reply that while this is true to some extent, | 
it is not SO because we pay any attention 
to sanitary science; it is not because of our 
sanitary condition at all, but in spite of it. > 
We'have beeii fovored as few cities have ! 
by our location, being so situated that its < 
natural drainage is unsurpassed. We are 
fortunate in being dose enough to the : 
moimtains to get unboilmted supplies of 
its ozone. These two factors have .saved us 
hours of suffering, <ind epid^ics of disease 
and death. Added to these, lei as suppose ! 
that we had a modern sewerage system, 
an adequate street cleaning department, 
that all the homes were screened, that j 
our school children were tat^ht the value j 
of sanitation, that all the necessaries of 
life such as milk, meat, and grocery sup- : 
plies, were kept scrupulously clean; then | 
we should have a most excellent Chance, j 
barring accidents, to reach the century ; 
mark, and still enjoy life. It cannot be done, 
if we continue to ignorb the fundamental ! 
rules of sanitation. If we are sane we will ' 
try to be sanitary; if we are sanitary we . 
are dean. j 
Now what are we going to do ahput all j 
this, and what is the remedy? 

We can prescribe the remedy, but will i 
the patient take if? No, not on your life, j 
unless compelled to. In the first place, 
our sanitary officer should be conversant j 
with sanitary laws, or else he could never j 
enforce them. He should be paid out of j 
the city treasury a sufficient sum to enable 
him to give much time to his pubMc duties. 
If foods are flagrantly exposed to dirt and 
dust and flies, without any effort at pro- 
tection, let this food be condemned. Fly 
screens should be provided to protect food 
from flies. We should demand bread 
that has been securely and cleanly wrap- 
ed in the bakery where it is made. We 
should demand of servants absolute dean- 
liness.at any cost. We should demand clean- 
liness on the part of those who handle 
the food we buy. The prices of food are 
enough to stagger us with dirt added; they 
should not be any more with the dirt 
deported. We should teach our friends 
from schools and churches, and through 
the press that It is as necessary to pro- 
tect communities against the ravages of 
pests and ^xX. as it is against diphtheria and 
small pox; that it is just as necessary to be 
intelligent In the use of soap and water as 
it is to hang out a flag to warn against 
the scacletiever. It would be of the great- 
est profit t« teach the science of sanitation 
in our schools, to have public addresses 
on this- wAiHiA. Sax santtatlen should, of 
course, be induded. The field of sex hy- 
giene is ripe, but until now we have had 
a harvest of tares, due to our miserable 
ticket in apiriying .lhe remedy, at the 
proper time and place. I contend that no 
child can render a proper account of him- \ 
sdf unless he is well physically, and no | 
child can be well physically who is jiot 
sanitary. What is true of the child is equ- 
ally true of the adult The principles of hy- 
giene and sanitation are being applied 
more and more, and it must remain for 
jus to educate our children; to them we 
most look for the first steps in the popu- 
larizing of reforms. A Mohammedan be- 
ing asked why he came to a Christian 
Church, pushed his little son forward, say- 
ing, "He comes, I come." Centuries agp a 
great prophet wrote, "And a little child
